The expected onslaught upon President Johnson 
has commenced, and it comes from the very men 
who found quick consolation for the death of Mr. 
Lincoln in the hope that his successor would he - 
man more after their own heart. But he has con 
mitted the unpardonable sin; he will not renounce 
one of his strongest and most often repeated con¬ 
victions, and adopt the dogma of State suicide. 
Upon no other theory could he annihilate the State 
Constitutions and prescribe the law of suffrage to 
the Statea To do it with his present opinions 
would be to trample alike on the Constitution of 
the United States and of the separate States, and 
assume despotic power. None know this better 
than those who abuse him for not doing it, and 
they only demonstrate, what has been too often 
proved before, that they themselves have no regard 
to constitutions or laws when they stand in the way 
of their wishes. And now they upbraid the Presi¬ 
dent with deferring to prejudice against the negro, 
and casting aside “ the gospel of Republican ideas. ” 
Fortunately, the President is not a man to he 
frightened by epithets. His friendship for the long 
oppressed race is too well established to he put in 
doubt by fancy philanthropists who have never 
done anything hut rant in their behalf. He liber¬ 
ated his own slaves, and the colored people of Ten¬ 
nessee look up to him and trust in him as a friend 
and defender. It is altogether likely that he doubts 
the propriety of making the freedmen voters at 
once, for he knows how deeply slavery has degraded 
them and unfitted them for the intelligent use of 
such power. They do not ask it. The clamor 
comes from mere,politicians. The negroes are will¬ 
ing to wait till they can prove themselves fit for so 
high a trust, and me call for immediate negro suf¬ 
frage by no means indicates any special affection 
for the freedmen. 

Undoubtedly we shall see a bitter and unscrupu¬ 
lous opposition organized on this question. It will 
not come from those who are laboring for the edu¬ 
cation and improvement of the freed people. It 
will have no support from the freed people them¬ 
selves. It will be the work of a faction, playing 
falsely with great ideas, for partisan and sinister 
purposes. The emancipated class will he educated 
and protected, and will eventually attain to the dig¬ 
nity of voters, but they will not be helped to either 
by the efforts of the men who demand the violation 
of the Constitution in their behalf, and who de¬ 
nounce their true friends because they prefer prin¬ 
ciple to passion. President Johnson is clearly 
right in this matter, and he will be sustained, ii 
the majority in Congress can he induced, as is now 
threatened, to reject the members from recon¬ 
structed States, unless the freed slaves are allowed 
to vote, the revolutionary act will he fatal only to 
themselves. But such madness is impossible. 
Think of members whose own constituents refuse 
the ballot to colored citizens attempting to exclude 
Southern Representatives for the same thing. Let 
us at least do justice to our own colored men before 
undertaking to dictate the same thing to the South.

Tp real purpose of Chief-Justice Chase’s letter 
to his friends in the West, urging the organization 
of a new party, and the object of his mission South, 
are daily becoming more apparent.

Suppose, for instance, that Mr. Summer should ad- 
vise the colored people of the State of New York— 
who are excluded from the right of suffrage by the 
property clause m our State Constitution-rthattoey 
bad the right to vote the same as all others, 
who could for a moment doubt the evil intent of 
such advice ? There could be but one result if the 
class referred to attempted to follow the direction. 
Such advice would be considered an effort to justify 
the negroes to resist all who endeavored to prevent 
their exercising the elective franchise. Senator 
Sumner has just as much right to council the ne¬ 
groes in this State on that point, as he has those of 
North Carolina or any other Southern State The 
oonstitufaon of the United States explicitly leaves 
toe control of toe question of suffrage to toe State. 
The laws which existed in toe Southern States be¬ 
fore toe rebellion on that question are still toe laws 
there. This is toe view explicitly held by toe Pre¬ 
sident in his proclamation of the 29th tost. It is 
the individual and not toe State which has sinned. 
The p unishm ent for toe crime of treason is confin¬ 
ed also to toe individual. But Messrs. Chase and 
Summ er would have us obliterate all traces of toe 
State as well as all law, and inaugurate in toeir 
stead a social war between races until toe fertile 
fields of the South are deluged with the blood of 
the two races firing there. They would incite toe 
people to a bloody and endless strife, instead of har¬ 
monizing toe conflicting elements and gradually 
adapting toe blacks to their newly acquired rela¬ 
tions wito their former masters. The transition 
slate between that of slave and citizen, wito all its 
rights, is a critical period for toe black man as well 
as for toe countiy. They who, for political ad¬ 
vancement, attempt to sow toe seed of disaffection 
can be considered in no other light than as enemies 
to law and order. Let Chief-Justice Chase and 
Senator Sumner, therefore, beware how they handle 
edged took, or they may find themselves held re- 
sponsible for a relentless, sanguinary social war.

THE EMANCIPATION LEAGUE. 

The annual meeting of the Emancipation League 
was held in -Tremont Temple, Boston, in the after¬ 
noon of Monday. James M. Stone, Esq., the Se¬ 
cretary, called toe meeting to order, and announced 
that Major George F. Steams would preside until 
toe President should arrive. Committees were ap¬ 
pointed to nominate officers for toe ensuing year, 
and to report a list of resolutions for toe action of 
toe meeting. . 

Hon. William D. Kelley of Philadelphia™ 00 
then introduced as the first speaker. He l 

saying that from no other State could one_ 

appropriately as from Pennsylvania, to open the pro¬ 
ceedings of toe meeting, for Pennsylvania was toe 
first State to abolish slavery by distinct legislative 
provision. A shallow man would ask you to pour 
forth thanks for blessings received and paint toe 
pleasures of toe future ; I am here, said toe speaker, 
to cry out war. We have all seen during toe past 
four years that bastard flag under which rallied toe 
enemies of our country; we have seen our own 
beautiful stars and stripes under which our hus¬ 
bands, fathers, and brothers have gone forth to toe 
battle-field. Being twenty million against eight, 
being a democracy against an oligarchy, it was only a 
question of days, or weeks, or month's; or. years, hut 
no man wito a human heart in his bosom or a well- 
schooled mind, doubted for an instant that our ulti¬ 
mate cry would be victory ; and thank God for vic¬ 
tory. But toe enemy wito whom we are to battle 
”ow is more subtle than toe Southern confederacy 

its armies. Our enemy to-day lurks in our own 
household, it has been trained and educated wito 
every day of our own fife, it is strengthened by 
every social and political influence that surrounds 
us. It is less subtle and direct but more powerful 
than logic arrayed in angelic eloquence. It is the 
prejudice in which we have been trained from our 
infancy, and which lurks wito controlling power in 
every one of our own hearts. The future peace of I 
toe country depends not upon what we shall do 
wito toe conquered rebels ; whether we shall hang 
ten more or ten less of them ; whether we shall 
admit toe colonels of regiments to vote and hold 
office, or deprive captains and lieutenants as well as 
colonels, of votes; it has but little reference to toe 
white people in themselves or separated from their 
brethren of anotoer'hue. God has so interwoven 
our destiny wito those American citizens of African 
descent that we can have neither peace nor pros¬ 
perity on other terms than those of absolute justice 
to toe negro over toe whole broad limits of our 
countiy. (Applause.) 

The web and woof of American life are dyed in 
toe blood of toe African. I care not whether you 
turn to toe question of letters or religion, of com¬ 
merce or manufactures, of agriculture or internal 
commerce, of toe administration of justice at home, 
or toe maintenance of peace, or toe ever-conseious 
presence of American power at foreign courts, yon 
draw and find the negro there in your way ; and as 
you dispose of him, so will yon providentially dis¬ 
pose of toe question for or against toe welfare of 
your country. The blood of toe Africo-American 
mingles inseparably wito our own henceforth. You 

ay cry “ out damned spot ” as you will, you can- 
_jt efface it; the Almighty has written it, and it 
stands ineffaceable and unalterable. 

Your foreign commerce will he adjusted by your 
Southern products. In a majority of toeinsuii-o- 
tionary States toe blacks average thirty-three or 
forly-nve per cent, of toe whole people. They are 
toe laborers of that region, they are familiar wito 
toe use of steam, they have been largely toe super¬ 
intendents of plantations and in many instances 
book-keepers; upon their own brawny shoulders 
have rested toe Corinthian columns of Southern so- 


For four long years we have fought a contest 
upon toe bloodiest battle-fields of history ; shall we 
say to our enemies, “ We only did this to show that 
we are right; now yon may” kick and cuff us as 
much as yon used to ? ” 

The Constitution of toe United States provides 
that all citizens of toe United States shall he en¬ 
titled to equal privileges in all the States of toe 
United States ; yet they were citizens of Massachu¬ 
setts whom toe Charleston police took from toe 
decks of ships in that harbor and plunged them 
into prison ; and Massachusetts commissioned one 
of her ablest lawyers to appear before toe courts of 
South Carolina in their defence, to argue in toe 
spirit of comity which should regulate intercourse 
between great States. He was obliged to come 
tw ay without making his argument, and I need not 
remind yon, said toe speaker, of the degradation 
and toe insolence with which they drove your 
commissioner from their midst. 

The speaker, in answer to the assertion that the] 
macks were not able to take care of themselves, said 
that on toe list of subscriptions to toe government 
loan was a subscription of $60,000 from toe Freed¬ 
man’s Bank at Hilton Head; all this had been

NEGRO SUFFRAGE IN TENNESSEE. 


Correspondence of the Cincinnati Commercial 

* Nashville, May 19, 1865. 

Ihe Convention which met last Winter, it will be 
remembered, passed an act declaring slavery abol¬ 
ished m toe State, and this was to be submitted to 
toe people on toe 4to of March, and a Governor 
and Legislature elected at the same time. At that 
tame Gov. Brownlow and toe Legislature now in 
session were elected. This was done by toe gen¬ 
eral ticket system ^toat is to say, a ticket for the 
whole State by toe Convention; and whenever a 
poll was opened, their votes were cast for or against 
every Representative and Senator on toe ticket, 
and there were no opposing candidates. It is not 
best to enumerate toe counties in which an actual 
election fras held, or those in which there was none 
—suffice it to say toat a majority of those who did 
vote gave their preference for the ticket and for the 
ratification of toe Amendment: Gov. Broimlow’s 
position is best defined in toe words of his inaug¬ 
ural : “ If I am anything in politics, I come under I 

toe bated appellation of a Federalist .I am 

toe advocate of a concentrated Federal government, 
or, if more acceptable to toe fastidious, of a strong 
centralgovernment, able to maintain its dignity, to 
assert its authority, and to crush out any rebellion 
toat may be inaugurated.” It will give some clue 
to toe complexion of toe Legislature to give toeir 
whole united vote for United State’s Senator. For 
Horace Maynard, a well-known Radical, and a sup¬ 
porter of the most advanced measures of Mr. Lin¬ 
coln’s administration, toey gave thirty-eight votes, 
against fifty-two for Mr. Patterson, a Conservative 
Democrat. The Radicals hold a clean majority in 
toe Senate, and they are probably in toe majority 
in toe House, though toey are generally outgener¬ 
aled and worsted on test questions, for want of a 
strong leader. Their counsels are not harmonious, 
'while the Conservatives are skilfully handled by 
two of toe ablest men in toe body, Messrs. Thomas 
and Steele.

The free colored citizens of Nashville recently 
submitted to them a petition, couched in respectful 
and earnest words, praying to be allowed to exer¬ 
cise the elective franchise.

This memorial was laid aside for future consider¬ 
ation, which it will probably not soon receive.

If every other in¬ 
dication of this were lacking, toe following alone 
would suffice. Persons whom I knew last Winter 
as zealous champions of negro suffrage, and who 
made eloquent speeches in support of it in the Con¬ 
vention, are now silent in toe matter, and studious-

| o as to vote, Mr. Phillips said that toe ne- 
had toe education of work, and is educated 
twenty-five years in advance of toe poor whites of 
the South, who have been educated neither in 
books nor work. It has been said that Yankee en¬ 
terprise in the South, toe building of mills, etc., 
.will elevate in time toe masses of colored people; 
but, said toe speaker, look at Lancashire, England; 
the working people there have been ground to pow¬ 
der, robbed of every comfort, stripped of every 
right, by the trade, thrift, and enterprise of that 
place. But in New England intelligence keeps 
pace with power. He wanted toe South to be 
made like New England and not like Lancashire. 
Give toe negro toe ballot, and to-morrow there 
would be the school-house, and toe next day the dem¬ 
ocratic Governor of South Carolina will invite him 
to ride in his carriage. (Applause.) Stanton said, 
when Sherman made those first offers to Johnston, 
that ShAi-nmn had surrendered to Johnston ; I say, 
said Mr. Phillips, that the Northerner who admits 
one State without compelling Jier to give every 
black in it the ballot, surrenders to the Confed¬ 
eracy. (Applause.) ., 

Ex-Gov. Boutwell, being introduced, said that 
he was more hopeful of the future than either of 
the gentlemen who had spoken before him. He 
felt a firm confidence that the countiy is to do 
that which is necessary for its own preservation. 
We have for toe future of the eleven States which 
have been engaged in this rebellion two proposi¬ 
tions : one is to give political power to our enemies, 
and exclude our friends; toe other is to include 
those who are known to be loyal and true in the 
right to exercise political powers. His mind, he 
said, was clear on one point—whatever else is done, 
we are to secure the elective franchise to toe negro. 
The question is not whether black men axe to vote, 
but whether white men are to vote in those States. 
(Applause.) Mr. Boutwell then said toat he would 
demand toat not one of those eleven States should 
take its place in the nation, until there has been 
secured in the State Constitution toat the negroes! 
with the whites shall enjoy the elective franchise. 
(Great applause and cheers ‘‘for those words.”) 
He said that he had toe fullest faith that the peo¬ 
ple of toia country will rise to a full comprehension 
of ihe great question, and will call for no restora¬

Thebe were three hundred thousand colored peo¬ 
ple in Tennessee at the outbreak, of toe war,, of 
whom all but about ten thousand Were slaves. Dur¬ 
ing toe last two years toey have been assured again 
and again that they were slaves no longer. A State 
Convention declared slavery within its limits abol¬ 
ished and prohibited forever. President (then Gov¬ 
ernor) Johnson, in the enthusiasm of that joyful 
hour, assured toe emancipated people toat rebellion 
and slavery bad perished there together, and that 
henceforward toe destinies of Tennessee should be 
controlled by her loyal citizens, 

Loyal Tennessee does not keep her promise. She 
makes the old slaveholding dogmas toe basis of her 
legislation, and mocks her freed people wito the 
empty name of freedom. A bill has passed her 
House of Representatives which makes contracts be¬ 
tween a white and a colored person invalid unless 
witnessed by a white person ; disqualifies a colored 
person from bearing witness against whites; em¬ 
powers county courts to bind out the children of 
free persons of color at their pleasure; provides 
penalties for white persons who harbor negroes; 
makes certain crimes capital when committed by a 
colored person, but venial when committed by a 
white; subjects “free persons of color”—as if 
there might still be slaves—to a constant and de¬ 
grading surveillance, to be followed by fine, im-1 
prisonment, or sale into slavery, in ease of failure to 
render satisfactory account of their movements. 

This is intolerable oppression. It is toe work of 
political Bourbons, who have yet to learn something 
of republican government, or make room for better 
men. If there were no other reasons why adequate 
securities should be guaranteed to toe emancipated 
race against imposition, one quite sufficient might 
be found in toe fact toat a State like' Tennessee, |

SLAVERY IN MISSOURI. 

From the Evening Post. 

| [Extract of a letter from a gentleman in St. Louis to his 
friend here.] 

The contest over the-adoption of toe new Con¬ 
stitution has recently assumed a new phase. Judge 
Moody, in a case arising under an ‘ ordinance ’ 
passed by the Constitutional Convention, has de¬ 
cided that toe Convention possessed no power to 
pass an ordinance ; that life and vitality to an or¬ 
dinance could only be given by an affirmative vote 
of toe people. Of course this decision not only 
kills the ordinance under consideration, but also 
toe ordinance abolishing slavery in Missouri. 
Hence a tremendous upheaval of toe elements fol¬ 
lowed the decision. 

“The result, of course, v - ' 1 ! Ve a pra’otyunani¬ 
mous vote for the new Cons: vution, which fortu¬ 
nately also contains provisions positively prohibiting 
slayeiy. The old slaveholders at first ‘ pricked up 
toeir ears' at the thought of regaining so much 
‘property,’ but a few days’ reflection has taught 
them that, wito a ‘Union’ majority of nearly sixty 
thousand in Missouri, slave property is as nearly 
valueless as & thing can well be. 

“The opposition to toe adoption of the Consti¬ 
tution have not a ghost of a chance. The Southern 
Methodists, nearly all of the able-bodied male mem¬ 
bers of which were in the rebel armies, and the Ca¬ 
tholics, all of whose clerical property, evenjts asy¬ 
lums, .are taxed like the property of everybody else, 
now'‘ run ’ the Democratic party in Missouri. But 
as we have never had toe honor of toeir support, 
nor desired it until they can find it in their hearts 
to advocate equal taxation and toe right of suffrage 
to the loyal only, we have no tearc to shed over 
their opposition! We merely laugh when we see 
Methodist preachers laboring to procure the right 
of suffrage for ‘ honest ’ bushwhackers, and Catho¬ 
lic priests trying to persuade toe sovereign voters 
that one rule of taxation should be applied to toe 
voters and another to toe priests! 

“ Give yourself no uneasiness. Slavery is dead. 
Bushwhackers and rebels will not,'at present, nor 
until the times become calm and peaceful, be al¬ 
lowed to help us choose our peace officers. Priests 
will be allowed to pray more, but pay no less, than 
other folks less holy; pious women, under the new 
Constitution, are humanely allowed to pay their 
preachers’ taxes for them, the only indispensable 
toing in the matter being the fiscal fact tort some¬ 
body has got to pay them, instead of thromug the 
clerical share of toe public burdens on to toe shoul¬ 
ders of toe poor. We wild ‘ Missouri Radicals un¬ 
derstand no passage in the Bible, nor in the books 
of humanity, to either justify or tolerate unequal 
taxation, but find many directing us to be just to 
all, unjust to none, pence every loyal man snail

Whatever of unreasonable Tilt.rn. inm or spirit of 
hobby-riding may be manifested by some of those 
who seek to make negro suffrage a political Shibbo¬ 
leth, there is involved in the question a great inter¬ 
est and great hazard to the country. The subsi¬ 
dence of the rebellion will leave much suppressed 
disloyalty iff the Southern States. ' Many who have 
kept themselves clear of notable treason—who, 

iLuHigh xiior-uils- ooj guilty, aro yot not 

distinguishable from that “ mass of toe people ” 
whom the most vindictive patriots agree to spare— 
are as malignant in their hatred of toe National 
government as those leaders whom toe most lenient | 
would scarcely agree to let go unpunished. And 
of those who have no longer stomach to fight, there 
are enough chivalrous souls who sustain the govern¬ 
ment only as they hope once more to take posses¬ 
sion of it. Having failed to ruin toe countiy, they 
will be ready to rule it again. And there is great 
danger that they may succeed. The mass of toe 
ignorant white population are as pro-slavery 


old planters. They will be the retainers of the de¬ 
feated aristocracy. Their votes will be at the ser¬ 
vice of their old political chiefs. They hate the 
colored men in proportion as they approach to or 
sink below their level. Thus a large part of the 
white population of toe rebel States will constitute 
a compact party, hostile to toe principles upon 
which toe National cause has triumphed. 

Allied wito these will be the old pro-slavery poli¬ 
ticians of the North and their followers, toe negro-1 
haters and the “ white slaves ” of toe chivalry. 
Both combined will make a formidable effort 
for toe sway which they lost in 1860. But 
whether successful in this or not, the Southern 
State governments will be in the hands of men who 
love slavery, and hate the very thought of political 
equality. Meanwhile, toe freedmen, destitute of 
political power, will be trodden under toe heel of 
the dominant race, Whose domination will be toe 
more oppressive through rage at the overthrow of 
their cherished institution. How long, in such a 
state of things, would it be before slavery itself 
would be virtually restored ? 

The freedmen have been faithful to toe Union. 
Two" bunded thousand of them have bome armsfor 
its restoration. We owe to them, in an eminent 
degree, the success in which the Nation now rejoices. 
What shall be their reward ? “Protection,” say 
those who object to their full enfranchisement. 
But how can toe National government interfere for 
their protection against wrongs by the State govern¬ 
ments, without dangerous complications wito toe 
question of State rights ? Did not toe Nation 
pledge its faith to protect the Indians ? Of what 
avail was that against the State of Georgia ? Give 
the freedmen the ballot, and they will protect them¬ 
selves. 

It is snffl that toe ballot without education will 
not avail, whereas educated men cannot be made 
slaves. But intelligence without power is weaker 
to a n power without intelligence. Well educated 
clergymen and physicians, because of a dark skin, 
having all intellectual advantages but no vote, have, 
until within a year or two, been excluded from toe 
street cars and from places of public amusement 
without redress. Were they voters, Presidential 
candidates might be as ready to admire toeir com¬ 
plexion as to be enraptured with “that s T ™“ t 
brogue.” 

We advocate no particular theory or method of 
reconstruction. We are not prepared to advocate 
any stretch of National power in order to control 
the constitutional settlement of the insurgent States. 
But all men of unconditional loyalty, and lovers of 
freedom, both within and without those States, are 
one party, or should be so, having common views 
and common interests. And if those who are thus 
affiliated wito the loyal elements of toe Southern 
population could, with one mind, establish political 
equality as their common principle, a powerful 
moral support would be given to tne complete en¬ 
franchisement of those who have fought so bravely 

preserve our liberties and to conquer their own.

From the table above it will be seen that though by 
— census of 1800 Kentucky had a greater population than 
Ohio by 175,000, yet in 1810, while ihe former had increased 
m the ratio, of 84 per cent, the latter had bounded forward 
by the enormous increased ratio of 408 67 per cent., and in 
twenty years she distanced her elder rival her decennial 
mcreasebetween 1810 and 1820 being 151 96 per cent., while 
Kentucky had ialien off to 38 82 per cent., wnich dispropor¬ 
tion continued until 1860, when Ohio more than doubled 
Kentucky, though at the same tame our State was burdened 
with 225,000 slave population. It cannot he denied that but 
for this slave population many thousands more of whites 
would have settled in the State ; and, apart from slavery 
there is no reason why onr population should not have kept 
pace with that of Ohio, as the census of 1840 exhibits the 
fact that the slaves of Kentucky increased in a much great¬ 
er ratio than the whites. Again, in 1800.Ohio stood in pop¬ 
ulation as the eighteenth State of the Union, and Kentucky 
as the fourteenth. The former, in 1860, had advanced to 
the third rank, and the latter still held the ninth place— 
the same that she occupied soon after the census of 1800."

A correspondent who thinks toe seeds of the re¬ 
volution wMch Jeff. Davis undertook to lead were 
sown by toe Abolitionists, asks why, if Davis is 
hung, the Abolitionists should not be hung also. 
As documentary evidence of toeir treason, he quotes 
from Mr. Horace Greeley’s “Political Text-Book,” 
published in 1860, toe following, wMch forms one 
of a series of disunion resolutions drawn by Wm. 
Lloyd Garrison and passed by an abolition conven¬ 
tion, at Albany, in February, 1859 : 

Besolved, That in advocating the dissolution of the Union, 
the Abolitionists are justified by every precept of the gos¬ 
pel, by every principle of morality, by every claim of hu¬ 
manity ; that such a Union is a covenant with death, which 
ought to he annulled, and an agreement with hell, which a 
just God cannot permit to stand; and that it is the impera¬ 
tive and paramount duty of all who would keep their bouIs 
from blood-guiltiness, to deliver the oppressed out of the 
hand of the spoiler, and usher in the day of jubilee ; to 
seek its immediate overthrow by all righteous instrumen¬ 
talities. 

We fear toat onr correspondent bas, in spite of 
himself, become deeply tinctured wito toe illiberal 
and despotic ideas prevalent during toe last four 
years. We must, therefore, remind him that no 
opinion, nor any public expression of opinion, is 
justly punishable. Freedom of speech, of the 
press, and of pqblie meetings, is guaranteed by the 
Constitution, and is among onr most unquestionable 
rights. Every man in the community is just as free 
to express the opinion toat toe Union ought to he 
dissolved, as he is to express any other opinion 
whatever. It is a sufficient antidote to absurd, and 
dangerous opinions that all men are as free to refute, 
as all other men are to propound them. 

The difference between Jeff. Davis and Lloyd 
Garrison wMch renders the former punishable and- 
toe latter not, consists in the fact that Davis took 
np arms against the Union while Garrison did not. 
Nothing is treason under our, government but an 
overt act of levying war against the United States ; 
a crime wMch Davis has committed, and wMch, by 
a law passed by the first Congress under our gov¬ 
ernment, is made punishable by death. Whether 
considerations of policy do not require a remission 
of toe penalty if Davis should he convicted, is a 
question wMch should be well pondered by the 
government; but that he Bna rendered Mirnsfif 
liable we suppose there is no room to doubt.

Two great subjects project themselves before this 
country and demand its thought and action. They 
are Romanism and the Negro Race. Although they 
may seem to have no connection, it is possible that 
the' destiny of the first will depend on the history 
of the last, the future of Romanism in the United 
States may be wrapped up in the status of the ne¬ 
gro race. 

The attitude of the Papacy to the rebellion has 
been full of interest. In common with the whole 
North, Roman Catholics rose in the common upris¬ 
ing. The sudden and unpremeditated impulse of 
priests, prelates, and people, was that of honest and 
sincere detestation of secession. The whole Church 
stood with their fellow-citizens on the side of the 
government and with no sympathy with rebellion. 
So much was this the case, that Archbishop 
Hughes, of New York, it is well understood, was 
sent to Europe by the government of the United 
States to exert his influence in its favor at Rome, 
and where the Papal power extended. Before his 
return, however, to this country, it was noticed 
with astonishment and chagrin, that his utterances 
if not emphatically in favor with rebellion, did not 
have that clear-toned sympathy with the Union 
which had been expected. When once more in his 
place at home, he clearly was no longer to be relied 
upon as a true friend of the government. 

Very soon the whole Romish Church began to assume 
an attitude more or less antagonistic to the government 
in its efforts to suppress the rebellion. The history of 
the Review of Dr. Brownson was an emphatic epitome 
and announcement of its feeling. That strong-willed 
and patriotic man was heart and soul for the country 
and as heart and soul against slavery. He made his Re-

One thing is very clear to our minds. No State can 
be safely reorganized in the South which excludes col¬ 
ored men from the suffrage. It may, under military 
duress, have th e forms of government, as in Louisiana ; 
but few now wish this humiliating spectacle repeated. 
It will be much more likely to demonstrate the impo- 
tency of the white Union men to control, as in the elec¬ 
tion-just held in Virginia. The alternative of govern¬ 
ments in which colored men participate or no govern¬ 
ment at all by the people, will soon be made apparent, 
and perhaps in view of it politicians may be compelled 
to do a justice which other considerations have failed 
*-in at their hands.

Albemarle, Caroline, Orange, Hanover and Fluv¬ 
anna Counties, was held at Louisa Court-House, on 
Thursday last, for the purpose of considering the ques¬ 
tion of the remuneration to be made for negro labor 
hereafter. After deliberation, it was determined to fix 
the hire of field hands fit five dollars per month—the negro 
to furnish his clothing and pay his doctor's bills. The sum 
of one dollar per day for hands during harvest was also 
fixed upon. This is an important movement, being the first 
fixing the pay for the negroes in Virginia. These prices 
will rule throughout, the State, and. very likely throughout the 
South. These prices far exceed those paid for agricul¬ 
tural labor in Europe, and should be satisfactory to all 
parties. We hope that now, the scale of prices having been 
determined on, the negroes will go promptly to work.” 

It is no matter of surprise that Virginia “farmers 
should undertake to cheat the freedmen out of fair 
.wages. Nobody ever expected anything else. Having 
| always been accustomed to steal the whole labor of the 
blacks, they naturally and inevitably in these new cir¬ 
cumstances will steal as mnch as they can ; and would 
if they had dared, have fixed wages at one dollar 
month instead of five.

bishop Hughes with the current. Time had not been 
yet given to mark the hearings of the straggle as they 
affected the Romish Church. As soon as that could be 
done—as soon as those far seeing, astute minds which 
direct the hierarchy could look over the whole field, 
the change occurred. Individual impulse gave way to 
churehly power, was merged, lost in it, and all was 
Combined in a new direction. 

When we ask why there should have occurred this 
withdrawal of sympathy with the government in its 
time of peril, it is found in the issue which this struggle 
involves in regard to the negro race. It very early be¬ 
came apparent that the overthrow of the rebellion 
would terminate the existence of slavery, and the rush 
of events made it as clear that a new and elevated posi¬ 
tion for the negro was inevitable. The musket was put 
in his hand, and the whole power of the government 
was pledged to maintain his position as a soldier of the 
Union and as a citizen of the United States. It was 
not difficult for a thoughtful man to see what conse¬ 
quences must flow from this. It was opening a door, 
which no man would be able to shut, to the endowment 
finally of the colored race with all the rights and immu¬ 
nities of citizenship. The musket is the precursor of 
the ballot, and the dusky hand that poised and pushed 
the bayonet, must, by a law like that of gravitation, by 
and by drop softly a vote ; and as it has decided battles, 
will decide elections. 

The men who sit in the Vatican are thoughtful men ; 
they are accustomed to look for in al .unce. Time is 
little to Rome, and she is accustomed to make large and 

wide generalizations. She saw all this when tho mass 
of men in this land did not dream of what would 
necessarily come. 

But why should Rome have any especial interest in 
this matter? Simply because a suppressed rebellion

The man that does not see and know it is olind, Tne man 
that does not reeognize the danger with which it mena¬ 
ces our institutions, is either ignorant or indifferent. 
Nor,will I take space to show that the imported Romish 
vote is the element which gives it power. Romanism 
is kept strong by immigration. This immigration 
promises to be larger in the future than even in the 
past. Already jn our great cities it holds the balance 
of power ; it may, whenever there come a nearly equal 
division of great parties, hold it all over the country.

I_10 ordered it that a like total failure should charac¬ 

terize her efforts in this country. If she has made none, 
it wa3 because there has been no room for even the at¬ 
tempt. With some inconsiderable exceptions in Alary- 
land and Louisiana, so small in number that we need 
not take them into the account, the whole negro popu¬ 
lation is Protestant, fixed and unalterably Protestant. 

With these foots clearly seen, with these results flow¬ 
ing from the triumph of the Union, is it at all wonder¬ 
ful that the Romish priesthood, taking their instruc¬ 
tions from Rome, should see that then whole influence 
and the influence of their Church should be exerted to 
prevent the extirpation of slavery or the elevation of the 
negro race ? It was the dictate of a very evident policy. 

What Rome has seen has been hidden from the eyes 
of amajorityofreiigious people. The children of darkness 
have been wiser than the children of the light. But events, 
jn their unparalleled march, are pushing us toward the 
pl aoe where we must act. God gives us an opportunity, 
the question is whether we will be wise enough to avail 
ourselves of the power which God puts in our hand to 
use ior our country and for the Church. 

I do not now write of justice or right in the matter : 
but from the stand point of the merest prudence and 
policy. Tho question whether the colored population 
of this country shall be permitted to vote, lies close by 
the side of the question of life and power oi the Church. 
If by an act of justice and righteousness we elevate the 
race we at the same time take to ourselves the power to 
overcome all that a dangerous foreign and Romish ele¬ 
ment may threaten us with. We need not fear it; we 
wfll be strong enough to absorb it all.

vemment, we must not forget that there is a great 
deal of mental and moral resistance, and that this, 
if allowed to act at. once through the ordinary legal 
forms of peace, may be nearly as mischievous as 
armed rebellion. The great body of leading South¬ 
erners, -n-lio began tbc war, anil wliu nave persisted 
in it as long as any hope of success remained, now 
seem impressed with the idea that they have for¬ 
feited nothing by their treason, but are to reassume 
their “ natural ” position as leaders of Southern so¬ 
ciety and politics in a reconstructed General go¬ 
vernment. The lion’s skin has fallen short, and 
they are fully prepared “to eke it out with the 
fox’s.” The officers of the recent rebel armies, the 
governors, legislators, and other functionaries of the 
rebel States, the men of property and education who 
have used all their wealth and influence on the rebel 
side—the men in short, who constituted what is 
called “the South” on the breaking out of hostili¬ 
ties, are determined to constitute it stilL This is 
the rebellion we are now called upon to put down. 

The impudence of the claim advanced by these 
defeated traitors is as striking as its folly. What 
have these leaders of Southern opinion done for 
the South! They have simply rained it. The 
people that trusted to their directing intelligence 
have found that instead of obtaining “indepen¬ 
dence,” they have been decimated and beggared 
under their lead. What advantage over ignorance 
has that peculiar kind of talent and education which 
blasts instead of benefiting ? The Southern leaders 
have shown themselves splendid ‘ ‘architects of ruin. “ 
If the problem were how to devastate a country, in 
stead of how to make it prosper, they might pre¬ 
sent incontestable claims for the conduct of the 
work. But with every capacity for mischief, they 
have not shown a single talent' for repairing the 
’Tin they have caused. 

The South, in its present prostrate condition, 
needs labor, capital, and skilful, industrial intelli- 
lce. The Southern gentlemen and politicians 
i contribute neither labor, nor capital, nor dj- 
ting or creative mi nd to the work. They should 
content with the laurels they have acquired as 
the ablest demagogues and most unscrupulous 
tyrants the world has ever seen, and not attempt to 
disturb the operations of reviving industry and law 
by introducing means and methods derived from 
their long experience in faction and treason. As 
they glance over the vast extent of country which 
has been depopulated and devastated through their 
efforts, as they think of the individual misery and 
demoralization they have caused, they should be 
willing to admit that, the work of the traitor being 
accomplished, that of the laborer should begin. In¬ 
deed, there is not an ignorant black man on any 
Southern plantation, who is not more important to 
Southern well being, and more competent to aid in 
the right reconstruction of Southern society, than

THE NEW GOVERNOR OE NORTH CAROLINA. 


From the Burlington Times. 

W. W. Holden, just appointed Provisional Governor 
of North Carolina by the President, is a Southern Union 
man, who, when his State seceded, reluctantly ac¬ 
quiesced in the act of secession, but Who, throughout 
the whole war, opposed, so for as it was prudent, the 
Davis government, and who, at the first opportunity, 
renewed his allegiance to the old flag. The friends of 
the Union, North, would feel better satisfied with Mr. 
Holden if he, taught by the war, had oast off all his olj 
prejudices when ne renewed the allegiance he unwili- 


ngiy abandoned. His views on the negro question 
■till tinged with a shade of the old Soutnern spirit. In 
a speech at a recent Union meeting, speaking of the 
negro, he said: 

" ” e was willing to reach down and raise up that 
His right to hold property, to read his Bible, and 
other privileges belonged to the governed race; but be¬ 
yond that he left all to be decided by the people of the 
governing race—to the States themselves—and sufficient 
T the day is the evil thereof This manumitted race 
mst to a large extent have the sympathy and support 
1 the white man, or they would become extinct. They 
have had, and no doubt will reoeive, every assistance to 
prevent so dire a calamity. So for as he was concerned 
prepared to extend these helps—but beyond this 
not prepared to go.” 


We have had a race among us noted for its attach¬ 
ment to its birth-place : men whom not even the 
dread torture' of slavery could drive from the plan¬ 
tation where they were bom and the hovel that 
f sheltered wife and child : and the government whieh 
owes its salvation, perhaps one half, to their heroic 
determination to meet their fate in their own homes, 
and their faith in its flag, organizes a Bureau to keep 
them, by force, from becoming vagabonds over the 
continent! We have had a race noted for attach¬ 
ment to kindred—men who never knew the luxury 
of a full meal, yet always spared something for aged 
parent, helpless child, or sick wife—men who have, 
again and again, taken their lives in their hands and 
gone back hundreds of miles, facing death and reen¬ 
slavement to pluck from that hell of slavery wife 01 
child—or, if that were impossible, have wearied the 
doors of Northern cities for years, with prayers for 
means to buy their kindred—sometimes investing 
twenty years of hard toil at their traijes in the re¬ 
demption of their kindred : andan impudent Major- 
General insults them by instituting a system to keep 
back part of their monthly wages lest they shall 
neglect the aged, young, or sick among ’their kin¬ 
dred ! Here is a race which hitherto has never been 
allowed to own a cent, a cabbage, or a garment, and 
which since its enfranehisment has built its 

listed on paying its own teachers, and 
bought double per head what any Southern class 
ever did of Northern manufacturers—and white 
spendthrifts lecture them on thrift ! 

Here is a race whieh undei- the lash did all the 
work that was done at the South and, freed from it 
have doubled their toil, laboring through the long 
Southern day, then paying teachers to sit up half 
the night and teach them to read—a race of which 
it may be said, in general, that no one has ever yet 
refused to work—and this race stands surrounded 
by one which has never yet produced a man willing 
to work, but ha,Main down contented beggars, living 
on the alms of the government they affected to de 
spise ; and while these idle beggars look on out of I 
full fed eyes, the busy throng are worried with dose 
after dose of sermons on indusfay.

Last, we have a race whieh has not been allowed 
ie carriage institution : men who lifted their 1 
hands to protect then daughters at the peril of 
death from the law—who saw their wives clutched 
them by the lust of the master and sold away 
by the jealousy of the mistress ; and a Southerner, 
bom in a State which bars from the ballot-box any 
‘mulatto descended from negro ancestors to 
fourth generation inclusive (though one ancestor of \ 


bestows on this conspiracy, since the 
Republic is the only paper in Richmond owned 
edited by Northern men. Yet why wonder that North¬ 
ern men applaud or acquiesce in any policy the slave¬ 
holding olass—which as a class still subsists and may 
long subsist—chooses to adopt ? The petty sheet which 
a corrupt Pennsylvania politician prints in Richmond 
can hardly be entitled to claim our contempt when the 
New York Tribune solicits it. That paper remarks : 

“This will seem inadequate to the blacks, who are 
quite aware that they have hitherto been hired out, by 
their masters and for those masters’ benefit, at $10 to 
$25 per month. Yet we would urge every one of them 
to accept the $5 per month and earn it, provided he can 
get no more. “ Strikes " are almost always blunders— 
the laborer standing idle at his own cost inevitably 
growing daily less and less able to resist the demands 
of capital. Always work for the best price yon can get, 
is the sale rule, and thus qualify yourself for earning and 
requiring more. The negro who works for $5 per month, 
and has a young family to support out of the proceeds, 
will see herd times; but he will not soften them by 
earning nothing at all.” 

Now the Tribune knows that this sort of comment 
leaves wholly out of sight the real objection to the Vir¬ 
ginia plan. It is not merely or mainly that $5 a month 
is shamefully inadequate pay, but that only one party 
allowed any voice in settling this contract. Nor is 
contract the word to apply to such a proceeding. The 
planters do not mean there s ha ll be any contract. They 
simply to cofopel the negro to work at their price, 
or starve—and it looks very much as if the United 
States government meant to be a party to the outrage. 
• The Tribune talks about “ strikes’’—ignoring the 
plain feet that it is the employers in this case who be¬ 
gin the strike, and ignorant or careless that they a 
encouraged to persist in it by just such comments 
those we have quoted. We have got to go back to first 
every case before the hegro shall have 
chance to make any sort of a contract for him .

A conquered people is not a converted people. And 
surely this was never more true than of those rebellious 
spirits who, to-day in the South, gnash then teeth at 
the feet of the Federal power. There lot them lie in 
purgatorial fires, till they learn at least the elements of I 
justice and humanity. Till they can understand that 
the honest producers of the wealth of a country have a 
right to its possession and enjoyment, against all thieves 
and robbers; and the supporters and defenders of gov¬ 
ernment have claim to a voice in, and protection under 
that government, in spite of all tyrants and usurpers.

Now we have no confidence in the Freedmen’s Bureau, 
u- could it in the most intelligent and faithful imurffi’ 
ensure to the blacks either equitable contracts, or a just 
peri'ormance.of them on the part of the planters. Un¬ 
doubtedly the negro ought to have, for the present, some 
sort of protection from the government, but what he 
must rely on ultimately is the right to protect himself, 
and only the ballot can give him that. Once put a vote 
his hand, and he will neither be cheated on the Vir¬ 
ginia plan, nor tyrannized over by military rule as in 
South Carolina—nor, we may add, will he find"the ex¬ 
tortion and fraud of his old masters upheld by the 
newspapers either of Richmond or New York.

The resolutions offered at this Convention were brief 
pointed, and energetic, and were adopted, at its close, 
with entire unanimity. 

At the third of the meetings whieh I have mentioned 
above as being anti-slavery in character, the Eulogy os 
President Lincoln, was delivered by Charles Sumner in 
the Music Hall, by request of the City government, on 
the day of Fasting appointed for the whole country by 
President Johnson. 

This was most truly an anti-slavery meeting. For, 
besides the general desire to hear Mr. Sumner’s elo¬ 
quent words on all occasions, and the special -wish to 
hear him on a subject of such absorbing interest, a yet i 
deeper feeling for the distinguished Massachusetts Sen-1 
ator had been excited in the minds of thousands by Mr. 
Phillips’s report of the high principle and the firmness 
which he recently manifested in an interview with the 
late President. In the Spring, just passed, Mr. Sum- 
said to Mr. Lincoln—“Louisiana must be rocon-' 
the basis of the Declaration of Independ- 
Mr. Lincoln hesitated, and did not reply, when 
Mr. Sumner said—“Sir, if you reconstruct it on 
other basis, count me as an opponent.” Those weroj 
words fitly spoken.

Only three thousand persons, however, could ho ac-! 
on mm nrla.tp.fi in the Music Hall., and six times that num¬ 
ber who would gladly have seen the inside of it were 
obliged to content themselves with viewing the vast 
procession, which passed through the principal streets 
of the city before going to the Music HalL Those 
members of the procession who obtained entrance to 
the Hall, and staid through the services, must hava 
performed the prescribed duty of fasting, very thorough¬ 
ly and literally, for they had no chance to dine until 
after seven o’clock. The Hall was filled early, but the 
length of the route appointed for the procession caused 
the exercises to be delayed from three, the time ap¬ 
pointed, until after four. The vast audience, therefore, 
had ample time to observe the decorations of the. Music 
Hall, which were impressive and suggestive. 

First, the Hall was appropriately draped with the 
sueral emblems of mourning, in black and white. The 
centre of the end opposite the organ had a graceful ar¬ 
rangement of United States flags. Above this was a 
representation of the Oily Seal, edged with mourning« 
and the broad compartments on each side were occu¬ 
pied by two large shields, hearing words of President 
Lincoln, printed large enough to be read all over tha 
Hall. These were extracts from his speech at Gettys¬ 
burg, and from his address at his second inanguratioR 1 
and both were adapted to lead the reader’s mind to tha 
nation’s present duties in regard to freedom and justice- 1 
Equally conspicuous were two inscriptions on the long .
